In  a surprise  move  last  week.

Display  Designs  of  Stark  Simplicity 


Brigham  Young  University,  po- 
tentially the  greatest  institution 
of  higher  learning  in  the  United 
States,  has  in  years  past  been 
content  with  only  being  the  great- 
est in  potentiality. 

That  was  yesterday.  Since  then 
the  situation  has  dramatically 
changed.  University  architects 
were  today  given  the  “go  ahead” 
to  comple^  final  plans  for  much- 
needed  buildings  that  will  make 
Brigham  Young  the  “most  beauti- 
ful and  complete  university  any- 
where.” 

Release  of  funds  will  enable 
construction  to  begin  immediate- 
ly on  the  projected  Administra- 
tion, Fine  Arts,  Student  Union, 
Family  Life,  Medical  Center, 
Speech  and  Dramatic  Arts,  Pro- 
gressive Education,  Music  center 
buildings  and  dormitories. 

Completed  plans  by  L.  A.  Vi- 
torie,  university  architect,  for  the 
Administration  building,  book- 
store wing  of  the  Student  Union 
and  Family  Life  buildings  were 
approved  by  university  officials. 
Approval  for  the  UNIVERSE  to 
publish  the  architectural  draw- 
ings was  given  by  Mr.  Vitorie. 

Styled  “Corinthian,”  the  admin- 
istration building  will  partake  of 
the  architectural  patterns  already 
in  existence  on  the  Y campus, 
combining  the  best  elements  of 
all  of  them. 

Several  stories  in  height,  the 
structure  will  be  of  a lattice  stone 
embellishment,  concealing  win- 
dow outlines  and  subduing  the 
otherwise  harsh  lines  that  func- 
tional architecture  is  noted  for. 
Also  a new  innovation,  the  willie- 
like  edifice  will  combine  tradi- 
tional features.  The  gabled  roof 
and  the  central  tower  are  remin- 
iscent of  the  “little  red  school 
house,”  commented  Mr.  Vitorie, 
“subtle  suggestions  of  an  educa- 
tional influence  that  will  domin- 
ate the  campus.”  Within  the  tow- 
er will  be  a private  office  for  the 
president,  enabling  constant  and 
immediate  surveillance  of  the 
campus. 

Additional  advantage  from  the 
latticed  walls  will  be  in  the  cut- 
ting of  glare  light  from  without 
the  building,  without  cutting  ef- 
ficiency within.  Passers-by  will 
also  be  less  inclined  to  stop  and 
dally,  the  architect  commented.* 

Ventilation  will  be  provided 
through  slight  openings  in  the 
tower  top  and  base.  Other  fea- 
tures will  be  improvements  o.n 
the  traditional  type  of  adminis- 
trative structure. 

The  Student  Union  will  con- 
tinue the  architectural  pattern  il- 


lustrated in  the.^  bookstore  wing, 
according  to  Mr.  L.  A.  Vitorie. 
To  increase  the  illusion  of  height 
of  the  building,  which  will  hug 
the  ground  and  actually  be  very 
modern,  vertical  paneling  will  be 
used  on  the  exterior  of  the  wing. 

Paneling  of  the  dooley  will  pro- 
mote maximum  utility  at  the  low- 
est possible  cost.  Because  of  its 
horizontal  construction,  the  don- 
nicker,  or  bookstore,  will  provide 
a haven  in  time  of  storm,  it  was 
pointed  out,  and  will  be  the  cen- 
ter of  student  life  on  campus. 

Features  will  include  the  slop- 
ing roof,  which  is  intended  to  pro- 
vide a functional,  modern  dignity 
to  the  structure. 

Because  of  its  heavy  construc- 
tion, the  structure  will  be  “par- 
ticularly suited  to  our  region,” 
commented  the  architect. 

The  “Precision,”  so  named  be- 
cause of  its  design  for  family  life 
and  ideal  relationships  embodies 
those  concepts  in  architectural 
planning.  The  Family  Life  Insti- 
tute will  be  one  of  the  most  beau- 
tiful buildings  on  the  campus,  and 
because  of  its  importance  in  the 


lives  of  men  and  women  alike, 
will  be  centrally  located. 

Although  individualistic,  the 
johnnie-d’aisance  will  fit  perfect- 
ly with  other  arc’iltectural  styles 
on  the  Y green,  according  to  the 
assurances  of  the  architect. 

Especial  appeal  of  the  structure 
will  be  to  the  business  and  econ- 
omy-minded coed,  because  of  its 
complete  utilization  of  room  and 
white  finish.  Circulation  will  be 
through  a central  unit  located  on 
the  roof,  and  will  be  styled  so  as 
to  complement  the  building.  En- 
trance to  the  Institute  will  be 
through  a single,  centrally-situa- 
ted door  for  greater  convenience 
and  efficiency.  Capacity  will  be 
such  as  to  accommodate  contem- 
plated expansion  needs  in  the 
future. 

Landscaping  and  other  exterior 
features  will  be  added  to  harmon- 
ize and  emphasize  the  structures, 
according  to  authorities. 

Drawings  of  the  other  campus 
structures  will  be  rushed  to  an 
early  completion,  according  to  the 
president,  they  will  add  to  the 
“drawing  power”  of  the  Y when 
construction  is  completed.

(Editor’s  note:  The  following  quotations  are  taken  from 
the  stores  of  that  eminent  sports  writer,  Mack  Hiller,  Mack 
is  well  known  for  his  ability  to  judge  teams  and  interpret  games 
as  well  as  his  widely  known  attributes  that  stem  from  his  motto, 
“Ex  nihilo  nihil  fit,”  which  Hack,  Mack  that  is,  translates  as, 
“Nothing  but  the  truth  is  fit!”  (Literally  translated  it  means, 
“From  nothing,  nothing  comes.”) 

The  following  exerpt  is  taken  from  a column  written  in 
December,  one  in  which  Mack  sizes  up  the  coming  Skyline  race. 

“.  . . and  the  mighty  Redskins  appear  headed  for  another  na- 
tional championship.  Brigham  Young  University,  located  in  Provo, 
managed  to  luck  through  to  the 
title  last  year  with  a 19-1  record, 
losing  to  (of  all  teams)  Colorado 
A&M.  Add  this  to  the  fact  that 
they  backed  into  the  title,  and 
you  have  an  unimpressive,  empty, 
meaningless  victory.  The  fighting 
Redskins  pushed  BYU  into  the 
title  by  completely  swamping  sec- 
ond place  Wyoming  (11-9)  61-60.” 

The  next  choice  bit  is  tak- 
en from  the  story  of  the  Utah 
loss  to  Wyoming  at  Laramie. 

“Playing  under  the  worst  con- 
ditions imaginable,  the  usually 
smooth  University  of  Utah  Red- 
skins fought  valiently  last  nighJ 
but  succumbed  to  the  advantages  and  luck  of  the  Wyoming  Cowboys. 
The  Utes  were  never  out  of  the  game  until  the  final  gun,  and,  al- 
though trailing  by  46  points  going  into  the  final  quarter  put  on  a 
rally  that  had  even  the  most  optimistic  Poke  fans  worried. 

“The  lighting  or  lack  of  it  was  in  Vadal  Peterson’s  own  words, 
“The  worst  in  the  history  of  the  game.  Instead  of  overhead  lights, 
the  Cowboys  used  footlights  all  along  the  edge  of  the  court  with  600 
watt  bulbs.  Add  to  this  the  use  of  a revolving  floor  which  made  it 
possible  to  keep  the  Utah  end  of  the  court  slippery  ,and  you  have 
some  unique  circumstances.” 

The  final  score  of  the  above  mentioned  games  wliich  never 
did  appear  in  the  story  was  83-41. 

Early  in  tlie  season  the  Cougars  dropped  a game  to  the 
Utes  and  Mack  Hiller  w'as  beside  himself. 

“Displaying  an  awe  inspiring,  coldly  efficient,  well-oiled  offense 
the  University  of  Utah  ran  BYU  ragged  Saturday  night  and  copped 
a well-earned  66-65  victory  before  a screaming  throng  of  756  fans  in 
the  Utah  fieldhouse.  Our  wonderful  Redskins  were  superb.  . . our 
boys  never  quit  but.  . . until  our  boys  won  the  inevitable  triumph. 
Our  Utes,  yes,  yours  and  mine,  seem  headed  for  a national  title 
this  year.” 

After  the  BYU  Cougars  ran  off  about  lb  straight,  Mack 
devoted  a few.  inches  to  the  Cats. 

“It  is  genuinely  difficult  to  see  how  those  BYU  boys  keep  on 
winning.  Their  spirit  is  magnamimous  but  they  display  no  organ- 
ized offense.  Yes,  I feel  more  than  safe  in  saying  that  BYU  has  not 
used  a single  pattern  all  season,  but  relies  on  its  players  to  score 
ihe  points.  But  alas,  how  far  can  a team  go  without  patterns,  not 
likely  farther  than  the  friendly  confines  of  Utah  Valley.” 

Before  leaving  the  ‘friendly  confines’  for  New  York  and  other 
points  conducive  to  hoop  recognition,  the  Cougars  met  and  de- 
feated Utah. 

“What  happened  to  Utah  last  night?  BYU’s  cunning  Cougars 
left  their  ever  loving  lair  long  enough  to  stun  the  mighty  Redskins 
with  a 63-62  setback.  But  doi^t  let  the  scpre  fool  you,  it  was  much 
closer  than  the  final  count  indicates. 

“Had  t^he  Utes  played  their  usual  smooth  game,  had  their  shots 
dropped,  had  they  rebounded  better,  had  their  defense  been  tighter, 
had  they  not  fouled  as  much,  and  had  they  made  a few  more 
points,  needless  to  say,  victory  would  have  been  theirs.” 

During,  th-e  same  game,  Jerry’  Ronmey  played  a stellar  de- 
fensive game  in  holding  down  Utah’s  ace  scorer,  Glen  Smith.
